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WASHINGTON SCHOLARSHIP COMMITTEE REPORT 


In 1968 a group of interested Washington Citizens were appoint- 
ed by the P.T.A. to form a scholarship committee. Since that time 
the scholarship has been awarded to one or more Washington stu- 
dents furthering their education after High School graduation. 
Although the P.T.A. has been disbanded, the Scholarship group 
remains active. 


Any Washington student in his senior year of high school is 
eligible to apply for this scholarship unless he or she receives finan- 
cial aid from the Walker Scholarship. The Washington Community 
Scholarship award is paid to the student’s school at the beginning 
of the second semester of the freshman year. 


The Scholarship group has a permanent fund goal of $3,000.00. 
This amount should permit a scholarship of $200.00 each year. 
There is presently $1,900.00 available for this permanent fund. It 
is hoped that with concentrated effort the $3,000.00 goal will be 
achieved within the next two years. 


The Citizens of Washington, summer residents, commercial 
businesses, and friends of Washington have generously supported 
the scholarship group’s efforts throughout the years. This truly 
has been a community effort.

1974 Frederick Lyman authored a book entitled ““A View 
from Washington, Maine”’ (a biography in Anonymity) 
circa 1850-60. 


At a Bicentennial meeting in July, 1975, it was decided unani- 
mously, that a Washington Historical Society be formed. Officers 
were elected. It was also agreed that the first objective of our 
society be, to produce a book on the History of Washington, ex- 
tending as far as time would allow, the work that had been done 
before us. This was to be accomplished on or before our Bicen- 
tennial Celebration. Murray Jamison volunteered her talents and 
experience to directing and coordinating this project. Sixteen mem- 
bers served as her research team. Together with the people who so 
graciously allowed themselves “‘to be taped,”’ precious information 
was gathered. Murray has called a halt to our activities as such, 
and is now putting it “‘all together.” 


It is time to expand our energies to a more varied purpose. We 
must write by-laws, assist if we can, in the restoration of our old 
Town Meeting House, invite speakers to share with us their ex- 
perience and expertise (in matters concerning the preservation and 
recording of that which is history).

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COMMENTS 


An audit has been completed of the financial records of the 
Town of Washington for the municipal year ended December 31, 
1975. The audit included an examination of the records maintain- 
ed by the various officers of the Town. The examination included 
a review of cash transactions and an analysis of available funds and 
expenditures. The results are incorporated in the following text, 
exhibits and schedules. 


ASSETS .... The cash balance of $37,227.53 was reconciled 
with the statement furnished by the Camden National Bank, 
Camden, Maine, and count of cash on hand. 


Taxes receivable of $14,385.83 consisted of uncollected current 
year’s accounts of $12,217.08 and unpaid prior years’ accounts of 
$2,168.75 dating from 1967. 


Transactions affecting tax liens and tax acquired property were 
reviewed. Unpaid accounts were reconciled with the balances 
shown on the records of the Selectmen. 


LIABILITIES .... At the close of books on December 31, 1975, 
the Town had no recorded liabilities. 


RESERVES. ... Departmental accounts reflect an unexpend- 
ed balance of $14,823.62 being carried forward to the 1976 
municipal year in accordance with legal requirements and/or as 
customary. 


SURPLUS .... The unappropriated surplus of $38,058.53 at 
the year’s end displayed an increase of $6,962.11 as compared 
with the preceding year. An analysis of this increase is shown on 
Exhibit E. 


CAPITAL RESERVE FUND ....The community building 
fund with accumulated interest totaled $1,304.56. 


The total amount of 
trust and special fund principals was $19,550.97 and undistributed 
income amounted to $8,921.43.
